108th  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  DIRECTORS 


Your  Board  has  pleasure  in  presenting  hereunder  an  account  of  its 
stewardship  of  the  affairs  of  this  Royal  Institution  during  its  108th  year. 

As  considerable  expansion  of  existing  facilities  is  shortly  envisaged, 
as  well  as  inauguration  of  new  services,  the  planning  for  accomplishment 
of  these  aims  has  exercised  the  minds  of  the  Directors  and  of  Manage- 
ment, intensively  so  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  The  deliberations 
of  special  sub-committees  established  to  deal  with  specific  problems  are 
almost  completed  and  a successful  outcome  seems  assured. 

Finance: 

Reference  to  the  items  in  the  "Income  and  Expenditure  Account" 
appearing  on  page  twenty-five  discloses  that  a record  figure  of 
income  has  been  achieved.  Endowments  continued  at  a high  level  at 
$109,000.  Bearing  in  mind  the  additional  services  and  commitments 
which  the  Board  plans,  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  income  from 
general  sources  reached  a substantial  $378,000,  enabling  a transfer  of 
an  excess  of  income  of  $110,000  to  accumulated  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion. This  was  despite  the  escalation  in  operating  costs  largely  brought 
about  by  substantial  increases  of  almost  12'/2%  in  award  wages  occur- 
ring during  the  year.  The  increases  in  service  to  the  children  necessitated 
proportionate  increases  in  staff,  which  again  increased  total  salary 
charges.  Additional  child  population  also  added  to  higher  costs,  as  did 
increased  prices  of  commodities  generally. 

Nevertheless,  operational  increases  have  been  well  contained. 

Income  from  all  avenues  has  been  well  maintained.  Receipts  from 
general  sources  have  risen  steeply  by  39.6%. 

Almost  one-third  of  this  increase  arises  from  a new  item  of  income 
shown  as  Government  Grants  (both  Federal  and  State)  which  accounts 
for  an  amount  of  $31,000.  We  are  grateful  to  a colleague,  Mr.  Stephen 
Varvaressos,  for  his  munificent  gift  of  $50,000  included  under  the  head- 
ing " Special  Donations,  Functions,  etc." 

Particular  reference  must  be  made  at  this  appropriate  juncture  to 
another  record  effort  by  Committees  and  Lantern  Clubs  which  sur-

passed  the  previous  year  by  $4,000  Thanks  are  due  to  Mr  F,  W Sutton 
and  his  Art  Union  Committee,  whose  work  brought  gratifying  results. 

The  excellent  results  achieved  in  the  year's  fund-raising  are 
reflected  in  the  fact  that  Varvaressos  House  Deaf  Nursery  was  built  at 
the  North  Rocks  Centre  and  the  Castlereagh  Street  Head  Office  property 
acquired  during  the  year — with  the  Institution's  own  resources. 

Further  extensions  planned  for  services  to  the  children  will  involve 
the  Institution  in  an  estimated  increase  of  expenditure  during  the  cur- 
rent year,  but  your  Directors  are  confident  that  continuing  public  support 
will  enable  the  Institution  to  meet  this  cost. 

Vice-Regal: 

The  continuing  most  helpful  interest  of  the  Institution's  distinguished 
Patron,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  New  South  Wales,  Sir  Roden 
Cutler,  V.C..  K.C.M  G.,  C.B.E..  and  of  Lady  Cutler,  is  a constant 
encouragement  to  the  Directors  and  the  staff  and  indeed  to  all  con- 
cerned with  the  work  of  the  Institution.  Sincere  appreciation  is  here 
recorded,  and  the  hope  expressed  that  His  Excellency's  and  Lady 
Cutler's  interest  will  long  continue. 

The  Deal  and  Blind  Children's  Centre: 

Activities  at  the  North  Rocks  Centre  have  been  extended  during  the 

year. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  Varvaressos  House  on 
13th  April.  1969,  by  the  Hon.  C.  B.  Cutler,  M.L.A.,  New  South  Wales  Minister 
for  Education.  This  new  adjunct  to  the  Institution's  Deaf  School  provides 
a Nursery  Section  for  very  young  Deaf  Children  and  extended  facilities 
for  the  Institution's  Parent  Counselling  Service.  Directors  desire  to  place 
on  record  most  grateful  appreciation  to  their  colleague,  Mr.  Stephen 
Varvaressos,  for  his  generous  gift,  which  made  this  substantial  capital 
expenditure  possible.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Greek  Young  Matrons' 
Association  for  providing  the  furnishings. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  your  Board  gave  much  considera- 
tion to  an  extension  of  the  Parent  Counselling  Service  and  to  the  neces- 
sity for  evolving  some  sound  clinical  guide  lines  to  establish  the  most 
beneficial  methods  of  educating  deaf  children.  The  fact  that  the  public 
subscribe  generously  and  regularly  to  the  Institution's  work  imposes  a 
responsibility  upon  the  Directors  to  ensure  that  the  moneys  spent  in 
furtherance  of  the  children's  formal  education  are  spent  wisely  and  that 
all  educational  activities,  in  whatever  sphere,  are  of  the  highest  possible 
modern  standards.  The  Board  has  also  made  improvements  in  job 
placement  for  the  children,  which  in  past  years  has  not  been  satisfactory, 
and  has  given  special  attention  to  the  question  of  mobility  training  for 
the  blind

In  connection  with  these  matters  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  under- 
took. at  the  Board  s request,  during  his  recent  overseas  holiday  to  make 
some  enquiries  and  investigations.  Following  receipt  of  his  report  Vice- 
President  David  Hunter.  M.L.A  . and  the  Co-ordinations  Officer  Mr 
James  Harris,  are  now  in  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  in 
furtherance  of  the  Board's  research  and  planning. 

Mr.  Thomas  Beaton  has  recently  joined  the  staff  and  will  leave 
Sydney  at  an  early  date  to  undertake  an  intensive  course  of  instruction 
in  mobility  training  for  the  blind  at  the  Midlands  Blind  Mobility  Centre  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

Vour  Board  is  still  desirous  of  making  available  to  Deaf/Blind  Chil- 
dren from  other  States  the  same  excellent  facilities  and  services  now 
established  for  dually  handicapped  New  South  Wales  Children  in  the 
Deaf/Blind  Unit  at  the  Centre. 

The  Board  has  made  facilities  available  to  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion for  practice  teaching  for  those  candidates  training  in  the  Depart- 
ment's Deaf/Blind  programme  at  the  New  South  Wales  Teachers  College 
The  Department  has  thus  confirmed  its  offer  to  train  teachers  in  this 
field. 

The  Board  now  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Federal  Government 
before  proceeding  with  plans  to  build  and  equip  a National  Deaf/Blind 
Complex.  Directors  are  advised  that  the  Prime  Minister  and  his  newly 
appointed  Minister  for  Education  and  Science,  the  Hon.  Nigel  Bowen 
Q C ■ M P • are  still  examining  the  Board  s submission  made  as  far  back 
as  December,  1967. 

Plans  are  also  in  hand  to  build  and  equip  a new  Science  Laboratory 
and  Braille  Library  as  further  additions  to  the  Institution's  Blind  School 
Buildings  Complex. 


New  City  Headquarters: 


In  July,  1969.  the  Institution's  city  offices,  committee  rooms  and 
boardroom  were  transferred  to  the  freehold  building  acquired  by  the 
Board  at  258-260  Castlereagh  Street. 


This  move  was  foreshadowed  in  the  Directors'  last  report  to  Mem- 
bers and.  as  then  stated,  has  made  for  improved  efficiency  and  an 
extension  of  services  to  the  children,  particularly  by  facilitating  the 
establishment  of  a Welfare  Department.  Miss  Lloyd-Jones.  the  Welfare 
Officer,  joined  the  staff  during  the  year  and  has  already  set  up  excellent 
relationships  with  the  many  parents  whom  she  has  visited  at  home  and 
who  have  called  upon  her  either  at  her  Centre  Office  at  North  Rocks 
or  at  her  office  at  Headquarters  in  the  City.

The  public  response  was  most  generous  and 
satisfying  indeed  to  the  Management  and  Staff  of  Channel  Ten  and  to 
the  Directors  and  Staff  of  the  Institution,  as  it  well  justified  the  intensive 
organisation  and  planning  for  this  very  busy  day.

These  were  honours  well  deserved  and  the  gentlemen  concerned  joined 
a select  body,  as  there  have  only  been  twelve  Life  Governors  appointed 
in  the  one  hundred  and  eight  years'  history  of  this  organisation. 


Death  of  a Director: 

It  is  with  profound  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  L. 
Cowie.  F.C.I.S..  during  the  year.  Mr.  Cowie  was  appointed  a Director 
of  the  Institution  in  1954  and  served  with  distinction  and  devotion. 

The  Board  also  records  its  regret  in  the  passing  of  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Chrismas.  B A . who  was  for  many  years  a member  of  the  Board,  latterly 
as  Vice-President,  and  who  occupied  the  position  of  Vice-Patron  of  the 
institution  during  the  last  five  years  of  his  life.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


FROM  THE  N.S.W.  SCHOOL  FOR  BUND  CHILDREN,  1969 


Mr  President  and  Gentlemen, 

With  the  prevailing  philosophy  of  education  as  growth  in  a social 
setting,  the  school  has  continued  to  develop  as  a living  community  over 
the  past  twelve  months.  The  educational  provision  has  been  planned  in 
accordance  with  the  guiding  principle  that  the  blind  child  is  first  and 
foremost  a child.  At  the  same  time,  such  provision  has  been  designed 
in  relation  to  the  special  needs  of  the  pupils. 

Enrolments  have  increased,  the  total  school  population  being  65, 
with  12  of  these  in  the  Deaf/Blind  Unit.  Of  the  total,  39  are  boys  and 
26  girls.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  coming  year  will  bring  a sharp  increase 
in  enrolments  with  up  to  16  deaf/blind  children  to  commence  their 
schooling. 


With  regard  to  future  staffing,  the  most  significant  development  this 
year  has  been  the  introduction  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the 
Course  for  Teachers  of  Deaf/Blind  Children.  This  is  a full-time  course 
of  twelve  months,  the  programme  being  provided  jointly  by  Sydney 
Teachers'  College  and  the  school.  At  the  school  the  following  areas  are 
covered:  lectures  and  seminars  on  the  education  of  blind  and  deaf/ 
blind  children:  demonstrations,  practical  work  and  practice  teaching 
with  blind  and  deaf/blind  children;  associated  professional  reading.  In 
addition,  trainees  undertake  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  Course  for 
Teachers  of  the  Deaf  at  the  College.  Having  eight  teachers  training,  the 
course  is  the  second  largest  in  the  world  for  teachers  of  deaf/blind 
children,  the  Perkins  School  for  Blind  being  the  leader  in  this  field. 

Motivated  by  the  desire  to  provide  as  much  first-hand  experience 
of  the  world  as  possible  and  having  readily  available  transport  in  the 
Institution  s small  buses,  various  educational  excursions  and  outings 
have  either  been  undertaken  or  planned  for  the  end  of  the  year. 
Included  here  are  the  following:  excursions  by  deaf/blind  children  to 
the  Royal  Easter  Show.  Central  Railway  Station,  Hyde  Park  and  Har- 
bour; excursions  by  the  blind  children  to  Taronga  Park  Zoo,  Water 
Hydraulics  Laboratory  and  Garden  Island  Naval  Base;  National  Fitness 
Camp  at  Narrabeen  Lakes;  Parents'  Association  Picnic  at  Lane  Cove: 
Veteran  Car  Club  of  Australia  outing:  QANTAS  flight.

One  student  gained 
the  School  Certificate  ,n  1968  and  has  remained  at  the  school  this  year 
in  order  to  prepare  for  placement  in  a regular  Secondary  School  next 
year  for  the  Higher  School  Certificate.  Two  students  will  present  them- 
selves for  the  School  Certificate  this  year  and  we  trust  that  they  will  be 
successful.  Instrumental  music  continues  to  be  an  important  feature  of 
the  school  programme  and  very  pleasing  results  were  gained  at  the 
annual  examinations  of  the  Australian  Music  Examinations  Board  Three 
honours  and  four  credits  were  awarded  for  pianoforte,  while  awards 
for  the  descant  recorder  were  two  honours  and  two  credits. 


The  Parent  Counselling  Service  continues  to  bring  valuable  assis- 
tance to  pre-school  children  and  their  parents.  Responsibilities  of  the 
parent  counsellor  range  through  parent  counselling,  both  individually 
and  in  group  discussion,  and  pre-school  training  both  at  the  school  and 
in  the  home  situation.  Also,  with  the  great  distances  involved  a corres- 
pondence system  has  been  developed  for:  parent  counselling  in  the 
case  of  blind  children:  parent  counselling  and  lessons  in  the  case  of 
deaf/blind  children. 


It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  most  significant  advances 
will  be  made  with  regard  to  further  education  and  vocational  assessment 
Suggestions  have  been  made  for  a gradual  development  of  pre- 
vocational  and  vocational  training  for  school  leavers.  Closely  related  to 
this  field  is  the  proposal  for  development  of  a full  Science  programme 
as  part  of  the  secondary  curriculum,  this  subject  providing  blind  students 
with  the  all-important  knowledge  of  their  objective  world  as  well  as 
providing  background  and  experience  needed  for  training  in  computer 
programming,  physiotherapy  and  light  engineering. 

General  medical  attention  has.  as  usual,  been  readily  available 
through  Dr.  E.  Jane,  while  Dr.  F.  Gregory-Roberts  has  continued  to  pro- 
vide specialist  eye  attention.  The  Honorary  Dental  Panel  has  continued 
to  give  regular,  free  dental  treatment  and  some  children  have  been 
provided  with  specialist  care  for  the  ears  through  Dr.  B.  P.  Scrivener. 

The  Seventh  Conference  of  the  Australian  and  New  Zealand  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  of  the  Blind  was  he'd  at  the  school  from  Wednesday. 
17th  December,  to  Tuesday,  23rd  December.  Noted  overseas  specialists, 
in  particular  Mr.  S.  O.  Myers.  Principal  of  Condover  School  for  Blind 
with  Additional  Handicaps,  England,  presented  papers  and  led  seminars.

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Included  in  the  Conference  was  a Deaf/Blind  Regional  Workshop  the 
first  in  this  part  of  the  world  Full  board  and  accommodation  was  made 
available  by  courtesy  of  the  Institution. 

As  in  past  years  various  organisations  and  educational  authorities 
have  had  groups  visit  the  school  in  order  to  observe  facilities  and  the 
programme  provided  Such  parties  have  shown  great  interest  and 
enthusiasm  and  we  trust  that  the  experience  has  been  worthwhile. 

The  staff,  both  School  and  Residential,  has  continued  to  display  a 
very  high  degree  of  flexibility,  energy  and  enthusiasm.  Members  deserve 
much  praise  and  thanks  for  their  attitude  and  skill  in  meeting  the  great 
variety  of  problems  and  challenges  encountered. 

To  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Executive  Staff  of  the  Institution, 
once  again,  my  sincere  thanks  and  grateful  appreciation  for  their  con- 
tinued interest  and  effort  in  providing  a wealth  of  facilities  and  services 
without  which  the  school  community  would  be  limited  in  its  development.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


by  the  Superintendent 

THE  N S W SCHOOL  FOR  DEAF  CHILDREN 


The  major  development  for  1969  has  been  the  opening  of  Varvaressos 
House  for  our  "under-fives  This  is  an  example  of  the  co-operative 
effort  to  which  the  whole  of  our  N.S.W.  School  for  Deaf  Children  owes 
its  existence.  Our  Royal  N S W Institution  for  Deaf  and  Blind  Children 
was  responsible  for  the  building,  which  consists  of  five  Nursery  class- 
rooms, a separate  room  for  rhythmic  work,  storerooms  and  toilet  areas, 
a new  teachers'  staff  room,  and  a separate  playground  as  well  as  a 
Pre-School  Parent  Counselling  Service  Suite.  The  State  Government 
provided  the  five  Nursery  teachers  and  the  cleaner  to  staff  the  building, 
installed  the  heating  and  provided  furniture  and  Nursery  equipment.  The 
Association  of  Parents  and  Friends  of  Deaf  Children  also  gave  play 
equipment  and  Rydalmere  Rotary  Club  donated  an  auditory  trainer  for 
each  classroom.  The  Pre-School  Parent  Counselling  Service  is  staffed 
and  maintained  by  the  Royal  N.S.W.  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Blind  Chil- 
dren. Under  our  Pre-School  Parent  Counsellor,  Mrs.  Joy  Parkhill,  who  is 
a qualified  and  experienced  teacher  of  the  deaf,  a continuous  service 
has  been  provided  for  all  parents  desiring  it.  Weekly  appointments  are 
available,  and  from  those  parents  who  live  in  country  areas  of  N.S.W. 
there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  the  Pre-School  Parent  Coun- 
selling Service  Correspondence  Course.  This  Correspondence  Course  is 
also  available  to  parents  of  pre-school  deaf  children  in  other  parts  of 
Australia  and  its  Territories,  and  again  this  year  there  have  been 
increased  requests  for  the  Correspondence  Course  from  outside  N.S.W 
A translation  into  French  has  been  made  possible  through  the  generous 
help  of  the  Alliance  Frangaise  and  our  Correspondence  Course  is  now 
available  to  residents  of  French  territories  in  the  Pacific. 

In  discussing  Varvaressos  House  I have  shown  the  way  in  which 
the  Royal  Institution,  the  N.S.W.  Department  of  Education,  The  Associa- 
tion of  Parents  and  Friends  of  Deaf  Children,  and  other  organisations 
work  together.  This  is  true  throughout  all  aspects  of  our  school  activities. 
The  Commonwealth  Department  of  Health  helps  in  two  ways:  the  staff 
of  the  Commonwealth  Acoustic  Laboratory  visit  the  school  weekly  to 
check  individual  hearing  aids,  and  through  the  Approved  Handicapped 
Persons  scheme  the  boarders  in  our  school  are  subsidised.  Apex  Clubs 
have  helped  through  providing  driving  service  and  through  donating 
equipment,  particularly  visible  speech  equipment.  In  the  design  and 
selection  of  some  of  this  equipment  we  have  had  the  assistance  of

Professor  A Delbridge  and  the  staff  of  his  laboratory  in  the  School  of 
English  at  Macquarie  University,  in  particular  for  the  introduction  of  the 
Pitch  Curve  Tracer  into  our  teaching  programme.  Rotary  groups  continue 
to  give  both  equipment  and  service.  A new  Rotary  venture  this  year  has 
been  the  combined  effort  of  Rotary  Clubs  in  the  Newcastle.  Gosford  and 
Sydney  areas  to  drive  boarding  pupils  to  and  from  their  homes  one  week- 
end a month.  This  has  been  very  beneficial  to  the  eleven  boarders  from 
Newcastle-Gosford  districts:  in  some  cases  this  has  meant  an  extra 
visit  home,  in  others  it  has  saved  the  parents  two  return  trips  in  order 
to  take  the  children  home  each  of  these  weekends.  Many  of  our  boarders 
are  helped  by  the  voluntary  workers  of  the  Girl  Guide  and  Boy  Scout 
movements,  and  of  the  North  Rocks  Junior  Soccer  Club,  of  which  they 
are  members.  Other  boarders  belong  to  the  Junior  Red  Cross.  Parishion- 
ers of  St.  Gerard's.  Carlingford,  come  to  drive  Catholic  children  to  mass 
and  six  trained  teachers  of  the  deaf  come  in  regularly  to  take  Protestant 
children  for  Sunday  School.  Preparatory  to  leaving  school  our  pupils 
have  the  guidance  of  the  officers  of  the  Commonwealth  Employment 
Service  and  The  Adult  Deaf  Society. 

Outside  the  school  site  our  pupils  have  had  camping  experiences 
through  the  Scouts,  Cubs  and  Guides  and  the  National  Fitness  Camp  at 
Narrabeen.  They  have  also  participated,  and  won  places,  in  local  activi- 
ties including  district  sports  and  swimming  carnivals  and  art  competitions. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  on  the  school  roll  rose  to  194  this  year. 
Of  these  99  are  boarders  and  it  is  for  these  pupils  that  our  Royal  Institu- 
tion does  so  much.  A staff  of  16  Child  Care  Supervisors,  in  addition 
to  dining  room  staff,  has  been  maintained  in  the  residence  throughout 
the  year  to  look  after  the  boarders.  As  well  as  this  staff  there  are,  of 
course,  the  Secretarial,  Nursing  and  Resident  Teaching  staff.  The  new 
Secretary  this  year  is  Mrs.  Joan  Fraser.  Matron  Walker  left  for  overseas 
this  year  and  Sister  Desmond  left  to  be  married.  We  have  as  our  new 
Matron.  Mrs.  Mildred  Edmiston,  who  is  a double  certificated  Nursing  Sister, 
and  as  our  new  Nursing  Sister,  Miss  Susan  Stevens,  who  trained  at  the 
Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Children.  An  extra  appointment  has  been 
the  relieving  sister.  Sister  Mathias,  to  work  the  days  when  Sister  Stevens 
is  off  duty. 

Trained  teachers  of  the  deaf  on  the  resident  staff  are  myself  as 
Superintendent.  Mr.  Warren  Brown,  our  Resident  Master,  Miss  Barbara 
Cocks,  our  Resident  Mistress,  and  Mr.  Keith  Southwell,  our  Resident 
Tutor.  Other  teachers  are  employed  by  our  Royal  Institution  to  take 
children  for  sport,  library,  hobbies  and  practical  classes  after  school. 
This  staffing  has  made  possible  the  gradual  introduction  of  a policy  of 
having  the  boarders  handled  in  very  small  groups  of  from  four  pupils 
for  some  activities  to  nine  pupils  for  other  activities.  The  VW  Kombie 
bus  which  our  Royal  Institution  provides  for  the  deaf  children  is  used 
for  many  outings,  while  other  groups  make  use  of  the  local  bus  service. 
Parramatta-Beecroft.  which  passes  our  school.  Children  go  further  afield.

too,  to  other  shopping  centres,  to  the  city,  to  Koala  Park,  and  so  on 
All  boarders  go  out  somewhere  each  weekend,  and  frequently  during  the 
week  as  well,  and  much  of  this  travel  is  on  public  transport  to  train  the 
children  to  use  public  transport.  The  provision  of  a dual  control  Holden 
Torana  has  made  driver  education  possible  for  boarders  after  school 
under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  Garth  Smith,  a trained  teacher  of  the  deaf. 

To  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  to  the  Honorary  Dental  panel, 
and  to  the  many,  many  other  voluntary  helpers  we  convey  our  sincere 
thanks. 

The  N S W.  School  for  Deaf  Children  has  had  109  years  of  proud 
history  in  the  education  of  deaf  children.  Each  year  we  hope  that  the 
number  of  children  needing  such  special  education  will  be  less,  but 
unfortunately  there  has  been  a rise  not  a decrease  in  deafness.  Until 
medical  advances  reduce  the  incidence  of  deafness  this  school  will 
continue  to  strive  to  give  the  best  education  possible  for  children 
profoundly  deaf  from  birth.

Blind  Children  and  Deaf  Children  have  long  been  con- 
sidered a risk  in  employment.  This  idea  is  held  today  only 
by  those  who  do  not  understand. 

It  is  gradually  but  surely  being  borne  in  upon  industrial 
and  commercial  management,  particularly  upon  those  who 
care  to  investigate,  that  the  blind  and  the  deaf  are  as  efficient 
in,  and  often  bring  more  concentration  to,  their  work  than  the 
average  person  blessed  with  sight  and  hearing. 

Their  touch  is  surer,  their  sense  of  safety  greater  and 
their  powers  of  concentration  more  pronounced.  Their  initial 
training  is  expert.  They  are  not  a risk.  Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  blind  and  the  deaf  are  not  compensated  by  extra- 
sensory powers;  they  are  taught  to  make  full  and  complete 
use  of  each  of  their  faculties,  far  more  than  we  who  have 
available  the  use  of  all  of  our  five  senses. 

Recently  a special  Sub-Committee  has  been  established 
to  assist  in  the  placement  of  school  leavers  from  both 
schools  and  to  enable  potential  employers  to  assess  the 
value  of  our  school  leavers  to  them  as  members  of  their 
staff.  If  you  are  a prospective  employer  you  may  be  able  to 
help  by  placing  one  of  our  school  leavers.
